Electrocution of Kemmler, the 
Murderer, at Auburn Prison. 


The First Shock Fails to Kill the 
Condemned Man. 


Witnesses Horror Stricken by Signs of 
Returning Animation.

A Second Contact ef the Deadly Current

Anon, N. V., Aug. 6.—With a short,sharp 
phock—painiess so far asthe world will ever 
know—the soul of Wiliam Kemmler was sep- 
arated from his body at 6:40 o’clock this 
morning. A cup adjusted to the dead ot a 
man, bound captive in a strange-looking 
chair, a lever quickly swung around the are 
of a semi-circle, a quick convulsion, a sudden 
revival of muscular action, another turn of 
the lever, a pause, a room filled with sioken- 
ing fumes, and twenty-seven witnesses the 
first electricide in bistory knew that the death 
of Tillie Zeigler bad been avenged in 
law and the crime of Wm. 
expiated, so far as human hands couid 
force its expiation. An execution is 
always a ghastly sight. A lynching bee has 
about it an attendant excitement born of 
burried, boisterous action, which lends an 
artificial strength to the nerves of participant 
and on-lookers alike. But the slow solemnity 
ofapublic execution, the quiet, formal pre- 
parationsfor a judicial killing, are depress- 
ing enough to weaken the nerves and under- 
mine the courage of the bravest. S0, while 
Warden Durston could have found a bundred 
willing substitutes for any one of the twenty- 
seven witnesses which the law had com- 
pelied him to callin, itis safe to say that no 
one of the twenty-seven found any hilarious 
enjoyment in the spectacle. It is something 
to be able to say that you have witnessed the 
first electricide; perhaps that thought repaid 
many ofthe witnesses for the enaurance of 
the 0 

SILENT HORROR OF TAE SPECTACLE. 
But the scene in that little room, deep- 
walled within the Auburn Prison, will live ia 
the memories of those who saw it as the fear- 
fuldescriptions of Zola’s fresh-born atrocl- 
ties haunt the mind and appeal to the sense 
for months and even years. The efforts to 
surround the affair with a halo of mystery, 
such as the law contemplated, was not alto- 
gether successful The outer world did not 
know the exact hour which had been flied for 
the event, but it knew the time approximate- 
ly and the little assemblage of lolterers atthe 
gate of the prison before dawn this 
morning was good evidence that the 
interest in the event was keen 
and general. Besides these curiosity seekers 


an active, anxious corps of newspaper re- 
porters gathered in the broad road in front of 
the prison grounds and waited for the signa! 
that should tell them thatthe execution was 
over. Just across the road in the dimly 
lighted freight-room of the New York Central 
Rallroad, at little tables improvised for the

HUNG TREMBLING OVER THE REIS. 

The first click from the sounder meant to 
the man atthe other end of the line thatthe 
tragedy had been enacted, Atoneend of the 
telegraph desk sat the operator of the United 
Press, while the special representative of the 
United Press who had come to Auburn at tne 
invitation of Warden Durston, sat among the 
jurymen in the little prison cell noting the 
adjustment of the straps that bound the pris. 
oner to the electric chair, and all the prepar. 
ations which swiftly preceded the last act in 
the celebrated Kemmler case. The witnesses 
ofthe execution had gathered in response to 
the call ot Warden Durston at 6o0’clock this 
morning. The law named twenty-seven as 
the numberof those who should witness the 
execution as assistants or in same official 
Capacity, Of these District Attorney Quinby 
and the Sheriff of Erie County, the county in 
which{Kemmier was convicted, were two. 
The prisoner had been allowed the 
privilege of selecting two spiritual 
advisers and he had chosen the 
chaplain of the prison and Dr. Hough- 
ton of the First Methodist Church, his con- 
stant companion in his affliction since the 
light of religion first dawned upon him. The 
law further named as persons to be invited to 
the execution by the Warden, one Judge of 
the Supreme Bench of the State, two doctors, 
two electrical experts, and ajury of twelve 
persons. These with the Warden himself and 
sixassistants make up the list of twenty- 
seven.

A **QUIET’’ CALL.

Outside tne prison gates there was a 
constantly augmenting crowd, which exam- 
ined each new-comer with our interest. 
Across the street was a group 2 
correspondents, two of them on & 
piatform twenty feet from e ground, 
in constant communication with New York 
City by telephone, ready to give the world 
the signal that the execution bad taken piace. 
The consultation of physicians last night did 
not determine the programme of the autopsy. 
Its details were left until the last minute, in 
doubt. Warden Durston told Dr. Southwick 
at 6:15 that when Kemmler was dead he would 
determine what was to be done with the body. 
The Warden had not announced the time for 
the execution to take piace, but it was the 

eneral impression that it was to occur before 
fre prisoners had been let out of their cells 
early inthe morning. The prisoner Kemmler 
was supposed to be in ignorance of the time 
fixed until the Warden should summon him 
from his cell to 

ENTER THE EXECUTION CHAMBER. 

But the little murderer was not entirely ig- 
norant. He koew from his guards that it had 
been the intention to execute him early in the 
morning of some day in the first part of the 
week last April. He had felt from the time 
that Monday came that the papalty would be 
inflicted on Tuesday or Wednesday morning. 
Monday it could not be because his good 
friend and adviser, Dr. Houghton, bed not 
been near bim all through Sunday and he 
knew well! that if hie doom had been itmmedi- 
ately impendiag Dr. Houghton would have 
been at his side. So when Tuesday morning 
broke and the gray refiected light stole down 
the little corridor and no summons came be 
feit that the last cay of bis ite 
pad begun that he bad twenty-four hours 
more in which to prepare bimselt forthe here- 
after. He spent that last day much as he had 
spent those immediately before it—in writing 
on cards and scraps of paper, the monotonous 
repetition of his name; and in talking with 
his keepers, Daniel McNaughton, the keeper 
who has been with him from the beginning 
and who firet led his thoughts in the direction 
of religion, was with him from noor to mid- 
night. Kemmler talked with him sometimes 
about the Bible stories in which he bas taken 
such an interest. The good Daniel, as the 
murderer has been pleased to christen 
bim, was moved deeply by his child- 

chatter. A strong friendship had 
grown up between these two men, 
so different in their dispoaitionsand in their 
lives. It was no stranger though than the 
warm interest which has been developed in 
thie brutal man by Mrs. Durston, the Ward- 
en’s wife, whose emotion wasso great as the 
time forthe execution approached that she 
was obiiged to leave the city to prepare her- 
self to undergo elsewhere the nervous shock 
ofthe man’sdeath. So ‘‘the good Daniel’’ 
and the condemned man satand taiked occa- 
sionally about religion and sometimes about 
more commonplace things until midnight ar- 
rived and then the keeper joined the watchers 
in the execution-room, who were giving

SNATCHING A FEW HOURS’ REST. 

The ‘‘wonderful nerve which has been 
the su so much comment and which 
has been used so often to illustrate the brute 
character of the man stood by him to the 
last. He had assured Mrs. Durston in con- 
versation with ber many months ago that he 
did nos fear hie fate and that he would meet 
it quietly and bravely.

THE DEATH CHAMBER AT AUBURN. 
(Made by a Kodak Flash Light.) 
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by two windows looking out directly upon the 
road and the railroad station and all the 
bustle of “Auburn’s commercial life. And 
through their openings could be seen the gray 
dawn, whose light the murderer had not 
known fur more than a month of close con- 
finement. It was nota very formidable ob- 
ject, this chair ot death. It was bullt like a 
rough reclining chair, without cushions or 
springs to make its embrace more comfort- 
able. Small difference to the man who was to 
sitin it whether ite surface was padded or 
bare. At the sides and on the arms 
of the. chair were straps of heavy 
leather with sturdy buckles, capable of 
holding prostrate the most energetic of 
struggiing men (should the prisoner prove 
recalcitrant) or ofeubduing thetwitching or 
the convulsions that might, In spite of theory 
and experiment, pervade the frame flooded 
by the electric current. Above the bead of 
the chair hung a rubber cup containing a 
eponge. The wire by which it was suspended 
passed through a wooden figure 4, ciamped 
to the back of the chairand made adjustable 
to any height above it. At the lower part of 
the back of thechair was another cup and 
sponge. The wire from these cups ran to the 
two poles ofthe dynamo hose wire-wound 
arms were kept whirling at rapid speed 
through most of the night. On their 
way to tue dynamo room they passed 
the voltage meter which hung on 
the wall of the celland through the circuit of 
two rows of incandescent electric lights that 
hung on the wall of the adjoining room. 
These incandescert lamps, like the voltage 
meter, were intended to test the force of the 
electric current.

He was perfectly cool. He was by all odds 
the coolest maninthe room.

They 
began immediately to adjust the straps 
around Kemmiler’s body, the condemned man 
holding up his arms 80 a8 to give them every 
assistance. Whea the straps were adjusted 
about the body,the arms were fastened down, 
and then the warden leaned over and parted 
Kemwmler’s feet so as to bring his legs near

In reality there were but seventy-three 
seconds in the interval which elapsed between 
the moment when the first sound issued from 
Kemmler's lips until the response to the sig- 
mal came from the dynamo room. It came 
with the same suddenness that had marked 
the first shock which passed through Kemm- 
ler’s body. The sound which had horrified 
the listeners about the chair was cut off sharp- 
ly as the body once more became rigid. The 
slimy odge still dropped from the mouth and 
ram slowly ip three lines down the beard and 
on to the gray vest. 

Twice there were twitchings of the body, as 
the electricians in the next room turned the 
current on and off. There was to be no wis- 
take this time about the killing. The dynamo 
was run up to its highest speed and again the 
full current of 2,000 voits was sent through the 
body im the chair. How long. it was 
sept in action no one knows. o the ex- 
cited group of men about the chair it seemed an 
interminable time. For the men who stood in 
front of the volt- meter in the adjoining room 
and threw the switch lever over backward 
and forward time had no measurement, Dr. 
Daniel, who looked at his watch excitedly and 
who thought be had an approximate idea of 
the time at least, sald that it was four and a 
baif minutes ln all. The Warden’s assistant 
who stood over the dynamo said that on the 
second signal, the machinery was run only 
34g minutes altogether. It will never be 
known with any degree of accuracy what the 
space of time was. No one was anxious to 


give 
THE SIGNAL TO STOP. 

All dreaded the responsibility of offering 
the man a chance to revive or to give again at 
least those appearances of returning anima- 
tion which had startied and sickened the wit- 
nesses afew minutes before. As the anxious 
group stood silently watching the body sud- 
denly there arose from it a white vapor, bear- 
ing with it a pungent and sickening odor. The 
body was burning. Again there were cries to 
stop the current and again the Warden eprang 
to the door und gavethe quick order to his 
assistants. The current stopped and again 
there was the relaxation of the body. Ne 
doubt that this time the current had done its 
work—if not well, at least completely. 

Dr. Fell, who stood 
special correspondent of the United Press, 
turned and said: ‘‘Well, there is no doubt 
about one thing. The man never suffered an 
lota of pain.’’ In after consultations the 
other physicians expressed the same helief. 
It was some mitigation of the horrors of the 
situation to believe this. There was some 
consolation in the thought that these 
heavy hoarse sounds were not the evidences 
ot suffering. But the mitigation was slight, 
when it developed thatin another and just as 
important point—one on whicb the success 
ef the experiment seemed to depend largely, 
not altogether—these same doctors disa- 
greed very materially. 

Was Kemmler dead when his chest moved 
and bis lips gave forth those strange, ghastly 
sounds? Was he breathing or was there 
involuntary and phenomenal action of the 
chest muscles? Some ofthe eminent experts 
in attendance said to the United Press corres- 
pondent while the body was still warm in the 
chair, that there was no doubt that there 
were signs of returning animation—that the 
respiration (for respiration they delleved 
itto be) Was growing stronger and that in 
time, ifthe current had not been turned on 
again, 

HE WOULD HAVE REVIVED. 

Others, and among them Dr. Spitzka, stated 
with equal positiveness the conviction that 
the first shock killed Kemmler instantly. Dr. 
Daniel Southwick, the father of the system of 
electricide, believes that Kemmler was dead, 
but they think that the current should have 
been continued longer than seventeen sec- 
onds, which wasthe official time of the first 
contact. There is no way in which a positive 
determination of this question can be made. 
It will alwavs remain a mystery. 

There was no doubt that Kemmler was 

dead. The round mark on the top of his 
head where the swift current had seared 
his skin and burned his hair was eyi- 
dence ofthe strength of the shock which had 
brought him to his end. But there was no 
haste about taking him outof his chair. He 
sat there quietly enough for a minute or two. 

Then the Warden unfastened the harness 
which held bis head and took it away. The 
head did not fall. It rested quietly upright, 
the eyes being E open. Tus 
doctora bent over him and looked into 
those eyes, They examined the discoloration 
on the temples,where the leather band had

REMOVED ONE OF THE SHOES, 

Then the other strans were undone and the 
body slipped forwardalittie and rested ina 
stiff pose half in and half out ot the chair. A 
long table stood in one corner of 
the room. Two of the physicians 
carried it to the center of the 
chamber andthe Warden suggested that the 
body be placed upon it. The physicians 
gathered about and consulted for a few 
minutes, determining finally that they 
would hold the autopsy in an hour’s 
time. The room was then cleared, most of 
the witnesses going to their hotels to get 
breakfast, while the Warden retired to his 
apartments upstairs. The body was left in its 
half recambent position inthe execution chair. 
If there was any blunder in the arrangements 
this morning it was not the blunder of Warden 
Durston. If there la any eriticiem to be passed 
upon the affair, be will notreceivo a part of it. 

District Attorney Quimby of Buffalo, who 
saw the preparations for the event, was taken 
sick and left the chamber before the execu- 
tion. He fainted in the baliway. 


THE AUTOPSY. 

The autopsy was begun about9o’clock. It 
was in charge of Dr. Jenkins of New York 
(who handled the knife), Dr. Daniel, Dr. 
McDonald and Dr. Spitzka. Dr. Fell prepared 
the blood drawn from the body for examina- 
tion under the microscope. It was ftound 
when the body was spread out on the table 
thut a very severe rigor mortis bad set in. 
There was little relaxation and it was with 
difficulty that the corpse was straightened out. 
On examination it was found that the second 
electrode had burned through the skin and 
into the flesh atthe base ot the apine, mak- 
ing a scar nearly five inches in diameter. Tne 
heart, lungs and other organs were taken out 
and were found to de ir good, healthy condi- 
tion. They will be preserved for further ex- 
amination. The brain wes See out and it,

HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 


The Brutal Marder of Tillie Ziegler—A Leag 
Legal Squnbble. 


The crime for which Kemmier was senten 
was a very brutal one and would have ps 
tracted very little interest but for the fact that 
it was the first murder the punishment for 
which was ordered to be death by electricity, 
The crime was committed early last year, 
when Kemmier backed his mistress, Tune 
Ziegler, to death with a hatchet in the most 
revoiting manner, and was induced to con. 
feas the crime while drunk in jail at Buffalo, 
His trial followed speedily, conviction came 
as amatter of course, and be was sent to Au- 
burn Prison on May 2, 1889, doomed to dieg 


month later. 

Then began one of the most remarkabig 
fights on purely legal technicalities eves 
recorded in the criminal annals of the State. 
Step by step was the case appeuled and reap. 
peaied, until at last all the ordinary remedies 
of the State courts had been exhausted and 
Kemmier was ain sentenced to die, tui 
time in the week ginning April 27, 1890. 

Under the new law the warden of the pr son 
in which an exeention isto take place must 
fixthe exact hour, but hemust keep that 
hour a profound secret, even from the con- 
demnea person. The latter must be rigor- 
ousiy excluded from the outside world, with 
whom he must hold no intercourse. No one 
save his spiritual advisor,his guards,who are 
always with him, the warden and such other 
assistants as the latter may designate, shall 
be allowed to conWerse Or even to see the con- 
demned. His confinement must be as near 
— confinement aa it is possibie to make 

t. 
CONSTRUCTING A DEATH CHAIR. 

On the day of the execution only twenty- 
seven persons may be admitted to the death- 
chamber,which must be near the cell ia which 
the culpris is confined. Of this number twelve 
must be citizens acting as jurymen; seven are 
assistants to the Warden, two physicians, the 
Circuit Judge and District Attorney by whom 
the culprit was convicted; the Sheriff of the 
county in which the conviction occurred and 
two clergymen selected by the doomed per- 


son. 

When these persons shall have assembied 
the warden, or seme one for him, is required 
to administer a sufficient electrical force tc 
cause instant death, after which the bod 
must be buried secretly and in quicklime te 
insure rapid disintegration. This is all there 
is to the new law, except that the newspapers 
are prohibited from printing any of the de- 
tails of an electrical execution. The details 
are, in the main, left to the disoretion of the 
wardeh. 
In Kewmiler’s case, Warden Durston of Au- 
burn found that he would have to act as a sors 
of pioneer for the other wardens of the State, 
He therefore began early to make bis prepa- 
rations,and sought the advice of the most ex- 
perienced electricians and humanitarians in 
the country. Ihe first thing he did was te 
discard the cumbersome reclining chair fur 
nished him by State Eléctrician Harold . 
Brown. In its stead he built a strong, up- 
right, massive chair, very like a high backed 
dining room chair, without any tIrills on 
whatever.

She was one 
of the managers of the ‘‘Exposition of 
Authors,“ a very magnificent and successful 
fair which was held at the old rink some years 
ago, probably the most gorgeous thing of tbe 
kind, and one of the most successful socially 
and Onancially that was ever held in St Louis, 
and its success was largely due to Airs.

MRS. BAYLOR TALKS.

prostration to which she is subject. As to the 
colored man disturbing the ladies of the house 
when seated on the steps by 
compelling them to arise and give him 
passage to his room. I guess the steps don’t 
belong to any particular boarder and be basa 
perfect right to wo in and out as he may 
choose. He has been sick for a day ortwo and 
been compelled to stay at home, and while 
Idon’t suppose he has disturbed anybody. 
There le where the objection likely lles. They 
don’t objeet to my colored janitor who sleeps 
in the house, and why on earth they should to 
Mrs. Springer’s Ican’t understand.“ 

„Mr. Saylor said that he was the judgeas 
to who were the proper tenants for his flats. 

It the ot er peopie don’t like it,“ 
he said, ‘‘this is a big town and 
they can get accommodations elsewhere. Tbe 
colored man ie weil behaved, and as long as 
he ls tust he can rémain. Mrs. Sprenger is 
going in company her sister

‘*The past month has been one of unusual 
droutb and bigh temperature, and mach dam- 
age is being done to erowing veuwetation of 
every description, The corn crop and pastar- 
age has suffered in some portions of the State 
to an alarming extent. Out of the 102 counties 
in Iilinols only four failto complain of the 
lack of precipitation and ite damaging effect 
on the growipg crops.

mate! from the following conditions: lu the 
northern division the condition is reported at 
68; Ip the central at 79, and in the southern at 
64; making the State average of about67. The 
lowest conditions areas follows: Hardin, 20; 
Effingham, 25; Pope, 80; Johnson, 87; Rich- 
land, 32; Washington, 86. In the southern 
division there bas been little of no rain since 
May 1. 

Ihe average yield per acre of winter wheat 
in the northern division, where there is only

Given to a Colored Woman Under Mysteri- 
eus Circumstance What a Pelice tIn- 
vestigatien Developed—The Woman Tells 
Her Story te a Felice Sergeant—Mayer 
Noonan Interested in the Case—A sad 
History. 


Charles Hayden Ellis is 6 years old. He was 
born in Indianapolis and his parents’ name 
was Nicholson. Naturally he started out in ilfe 
with that surname. subsequently, because 
be lived with his grandmother, whose 
name was Wilcox, he was known as 
Charley Wilcox. She placed him in 
the Sheltering Arms Home, and there Harry 
Ellis and wife found him, They adopted him 
for their own two years ago, but within 
a month abandoned him toa colored woman, 
Josie Bass of 308 Sixteenth street. 

This little boy was the cause of in extended 
inguiry on the part of the police and his 
future greatly depends upon the result of that 
inguiry, which has been completed only in 
part. 

Over a week ago Capt. Young of the Con- 
tral District police was informed that a col- 
ored woman living on North Sixteenth street 
was 

KEEPING A WHITE CHILD 
in seclusion, and he instructed the patrolman 
on the beat to investigate. The patrolman 
reported that Josie Bass bad in her care, at 
the number given, a white boy known as 
Chariey Wilcox, who had been left with her 
bya Mrs. Ellis. The woman had been in 
structed to keep the boy away from white 
people, and to let no white person see bim. 


That was the reason she kept him shut in the 
house all the time. Capt. Young sent for Mrs. 
Bass and the child and questioned them. 

The colored woman told him how the chiid 
came into her possession. She had had the 
chiid but a short time, and received a small 
sum to care for bim under an arrangement 
made when the child was brought to her. A 
few days after this event Mrs. Ellis hal called 


and told her she might keep the child as her 


own, but white people must notsee him. 
Mrs. Ellis said that she did not want to see 
bim again. ‘ 

Mrs. Bass did not want to keep the child she 
said. She was not able to provide for him 
and so he wes turned 
matron of the Four Courts. 
report was made on the case by Capt. Young 
to Chief of Police Harrigan. 

CAPT. YOUNG'S REPORT. 

I herewith report that o July 21 a lady, 
who gave her name as Mrs. Eilis, left with 
Mrs. Josie Bass (colored) living at No. 309 
North Sixteenth street,a white boy about 6 
years old, and made arrangements 
with Mrs. Bass to keep the boy 
for a week, telling her she was 
his mother.

WaSHINGION NEWS, 


Breckenridgé of Arkansas to Lose His Seat 
— Congressional Preceeedings. 


WasHIncrow, D. C., Aug. &6—The Com- 
mittee on Elections sent in its roport on the 
Breckenridge-Clayten contest, and of course 
Breckenridge’s seat was declared vacant. An 


attempt was made by the Democrats to pre- 
vent the report by remaining away, but absent 
Republican members of the committee were 
telegraphed and they returned to the city. 
The report is characteristic of this Congress, 
It is outrageously partisan, and by declaration 
sustaing every charge made by Republicans 
against Democrats, though it does not at- 
tempt to furnish proof that the charges are 
true. The alleged frauds in Arkansas 
are given ue + reason why Mr. 
Breckenridge’s seat should be declared va 
cant, and among the reasons cited is that be- 
fore the September elections a military com- 
pany of Democrats. was organized in Conway 
County and turnished by the Governor with 
arms and ammualtivun, aud the Republican 
nexroes, fearing that the company was or- 
ganizedto keep them from voting, became 
timid and did not vote. The comm!ttee’s re- 

ort on the Morrillton affair is a resume of the 

@pudlican rumors which were circulated at 
the time. Speaking of the Clayton muruer 
the report says: 

No reasonable explanation of the murder 
appears except that some of the ballot- box 
thieves, finding the taking of the testimony 
progressing, killed Col. Clayton to suppress 
the investigation. No other motive is possibie 
inexplanation of the shooting of Wahl, and 
we see no reason for doubting that the men 
who were wicked enough to kill Wahl were 
equaliy willing to murder Clayton. No Clay- 
ton militia théory would explain the attempt 
upon Wahl's lite, and the evidence clearly 
disproves any such an explanation as to Col. 
Clayton’s death.

The report is 
nothing more than a repetition of the charges 
made by Republican newspapers, to which is 
added the testimony of partisxns, and it con- 
Cludes with a hypocritical assertion that the 
committee in denouncing the {fraud is defend- 
ing the good name of the State. In closing 
the report the committee recommends the 
adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That Clifton R. Breckenridge was 
not elected to the seat which he now holds as 
Representative in Congress forthe tecond 
Arkansas Districts. 

Resolved, That John M. Clayton was duly 
and lawfully elected as Representative in 
Congress from the Second District of Arkan- 
sas, and the seat is therefore declared yacant.

The Tery Voting Strength. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—Some time ago the Con- 
servative election managers decided to send 
toallthe provincial agents asking them to 
make an informal canvass in order that as 
estimate might be made of the Tory voting 
strength inthe event of a general election. 
Returns bave just been made to the central 
Conservative office from which it ls estimated 
that even an immediate general election 
would give the Government a majority of 
twenty. These figures, however, are the re- 
sult of canvasses made before the recent de- 
feats of the Government in Parliament and 
may be somewhat misieading. The Liberals, 
Unionists and Conservatives generally agree 
in the opinion that the next Parliament will 
be short lived. 

THE GRENADIER GUARDS’ MUTINY. 

Public opinion as tothe excessive severity 
of the sentences imposed upos the ring- 
leaders in the mutiny of the Grenadier Guards 
bas manifested itself in a monster petition to 
the Government for the release of the im- 
prisoned men. Already the petition has 
received 40,000 signatures and will be formally 
presented at the earliest possible moment. 

DASTARDLY DEED OF REJECTED SUITORS. 

At Macroom, County Cork, Monday evening 
two young men, Michael Collins and James 
Lucey, rejected saitors for the hand of a 
young woman named Margaret Sullivan, 
made a murderous assault upon thegiri with 
a bottie of vitriol, burning her face, neck and 
bosom in a frightful manner. Collins and 
Lucey were arrested. Miss 6ullivan is in a 
critical condition. 

SWINBURNE’S POEM. 

Mr. P. O’Brien asked in the House of Bom- 
mons lastevening whether the Government 
would prosecute the poet Swinburne for his 
poem in the Fortnightly Review, which he said 
was grossly calculated to incite the murder of 
the Car. Mr. O’Brien was proceeding to 
read the poem when the Speaker called bim 
to order, saying that Parliament could not 
control the poems of Swinburne. This 
remark was received with laughter. 

NORFOLK’S VISITS TO ROME. 

Sir James Fergusson, Under Fore!gn Secre- 
tary, stated in the House of Commons last 
evening that the Duke of Norfolk had no mis- 
sion from the British Government on his first 
visitto Rome and that his second visit was 
purely formal and confidential. 

REFUSED TO PARADE. 

Tals morning a detachment of tne Royal 
Artillery stationed at Exeter refused to parade 
and out the harness on the horses.

OTTAWA, Ontario, Aug. 6.—The Department 
of State on Monday forwarded to the British 
Minister at Washington, a warrant of recipias 
asking for the surrender of Mrs. Lelia Lamon“ 


| tagne Michel, who is wanted in Sherbrook for 
| arson. 


Mrs. Michel is only 21 years, but she 
has succeeded in eluding the detectives for 
nearly two years. Her husband suspected 
her of being unduly intimate with his brother, 
Rem! Lamontagne, and drove him from the 
house. At 1 o’clock on the morning 
of July 18, 1888, Remi knocked at 
the door of Micnel’s house and after 
giving Michel some whisky shot him 
three times. Michel was unconscious for a 
time, but recovered to find himself beneath a 
burning mattress and his house in flames. He 
managed to drag himself to the house of a 
friend, wh@re his wife found him some hours 
later. In the meantime she had gone to the 
home of one of her relatives and reported that 
her husband bad been smoking in bed and set 
fire to the house. After saving two trunksshe 
declared he had gone again into the burning 
buliding and had been lost. She 
was fully dressed when she got to 
the house of her relative, but her 
brother was not with her. Her husband lin- 
gered until August 16, 1888, when he died. 
He made an ante-mortem statement, accusing 
bis wife and brother-in-law of the erime. The 
woman was tried In October, 1885, for murder 
and acquitted, the jury considering that her 
prother was the instigator. Remi, after the 
acquittal of his sister, appeared in Sherbroke 
in company with a brother-in-law named 
Guimont, who delivered him up to the author- 
ities to get the reward of $1,000 offered by the 
Canadian Government. He has been in jal! 
since that time and is to be tried in October 
on a charge of murder and arson. Steps were 
taken to arrest Mrs. Michel on a charge of 
arson, but she nad gone to the United States. 
Dotectives have been following her since 
then. She eluded capture until July 9 last, 
when she was arrested at Newton Junction, 
N. H. She ts fighting the extradition pro- 
ceedings in every way possible. ö

MONTREAL, Aug. 6.—A cyclone of unparal-

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trophy for first-class yachts was deins 
sailed. The eight competing yachts were 
a mile out on the laxe when 
suddenly the sky grew black, and the wind 
swept down the lake at à terrific violence and 
instantly every yacht in the race was upset. 
It is not known how many, if any, were 
drowned. At Valios, Point Claire, St. Annes 
and Dorval great damage was done to prop- 
erty. Houses were unroofed, barns were 
struck by lightning, while many email bulld- 
inge were swept away. At Lachine the great- 
est damage was done. There the immense 
building of the Dominien Bridge Co. and the 
equally large structures of the Canadian 
screw and barbed wire factories were un- 
roofed and left im ruins. 


Honors for the Kaiser. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—It is stated upon good 
authority that the Queen will appoint 
Emperor William honorary colonel of cavalry. 
It will be remembered that on the occasion of 
the Emperor’s visit to England last year he 
appointed Her Majesty honorary colonel ofa 
German regiment. 

INSPECTED THE MARINE ARTILLERY. 

Though Emperor William remained at the 
club house ofthe Royal Yacht Squadron on 
the Isle of Wight until after midnight last 
night, he arose early this morning and went 
riding. He took breakfast with the Queen 
upon his return. Afterwards, in company

SECRETARY BLAINE WINS HIM OVER 10 
HIS BICIPROCITY PROGRAMME. 


The President’s Arguments and Figures 
Knecked Out by the Maine Statesman 
Backed by Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker—Gov. Campbell’s Denial—Dick 
Bland Re-Neminzated—The Oklahoma 
Election—General Political News. 


New Tonk, Aug. 6.—A dispatch to the 
WORLD from Cape May says: Blaine has 
won. President Harrison has been generally 
convinoed of the practical wisdom of his chief 
secretary’s reciprocity programme and is pre- 
paring a message on the subject. I was not 
an easy task, for Mr. Blaine found that the 
opponents of his views had literally saturated 
the President with their arguments, both 
political and commercial. Mr. Blaine was 
fully prepared to answer the political objec- 
tions. He showed the President how the en- 
tire Democratic press of the country, 
by its haste in indorsing him, had 
placed itself in a position which 
stopped it from denouncing reciprocity with 
Latin America, even though it became a lead- 
ing factor ln the Republican policy.Mr. Blaine 
then dwelt upon the significance of the in- 
dorsement which the new policy was receiv- 
ing throughout the South, and to cap this 
phase of the argument he pointed to the 
prompt approval of the San Francisco Cham- 
ber of Commerce. When the opposition likely 
to develop in the House was referred to Mr. 
Blaine’s eyes snapped and he declared almost 
petulantly that he would attend to tat, or 
words to that effect; that he regarded the op- 
position ss unimportant. Mr. Harrison 
then sprung the commercial objections, 
which had been tabulated and carefully 
prepared for him. He thought he had 


Blaine in a tight box, but the astute Secretary 
then played bis great card, namely John 
Wanamaker, whom he calledintothe ¢onfer- 
ence, and when Mr. Harrison, with il his 
tables and figures, grappled with the burly 
Postmaster-Genera! on the commercial phases 
of the reciprocity question, he was thrown 
time after time. It must be remembered that 
Mr. Blaine had not consulted the President 
before his first declaratlon of this new and 
radical policy. Mr. Harrison remembered 
this fact and several times referred to it, The 
result of the conference was tnat President 
Harrison became aproselyte. He affected no 
further resistance. He promised to give rec- 
iprocity, with some slight modifications 
which are not yet formulated, his support, 
and to address a special message to Congress 
on the subject At an early date. Mr. Blaine 
received this intelligence without a shade of 
surprise.

Lobo, Aug. 6.—The Paris correspondent 
ofthe News says: It is reported that King 
Leopold has signed a treaty with Germany, 
securing to the Germans forts on the Meuse 
as u basis of onerations in case of a war with 
France. The French Foréign Minister will 
be questioned in the Chamber of Deputies on 
the subject and will be asked whether the 
French Goverament has obtained from Bel- 
gium an explanation admitting of no equivo- 
cation.’’ 


The Tery Voting Strength. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—Some time ago the Con- 
servative election managers decided to send 
to all the provincial agents asking them to 
make an informal canvass in order that as 
estimate might be made of the Tory voting 
strength inthe event of a general election. 
Returns bave just been made to the central 
Conservative office from which it is estimated 
that even an immediate general election 
would give the Government a majority of 
twenty. These figures, however, are the re- 
sult of canvasses made before the recent de- 
feats of the Government in Parliament and 
may be somewhat misieading. The Liberals, 
Unionists and Conservatives generally agree 
in the opinion that the next Parliament will 
be short lived. 

THE GRENADIER GUARDS’ MUTINY. 

Public opinion as tothe excessive severity 
of the sentences imposed upos the ring- 
leaders in the mutiny of the Grenadier Guards 
bas manifested itself in a monster petition to 
the Government for the release of the im- 
prisoned men. Already the petition has 
received 40,000 signatures and will be formally 
presented at the earliest possible moment. 

DASTARDLY DEED OF REJECTED 8UITORS. 

At Macroom, County Cork, Monday evening 
two young men, Michael Collins and James 
Lucey, rejected saitors for the hand of a 
young woman named Margaret Sullivan, 
made a murderous assault upon thegiri with 
a bottie of vitriol, burning her face, neck and 
bosom in a frightful manner. Collins and 
Lucey were arrested. Miss 6Gullivan is in a 
critical condition. 

SWINBURNE’S POEM. 

Mr. P. O’Brien asked in the House of Bom- 
mons lastevening whether the Government 
would prosecute the poet Swinburne for his 
poem in the Fortnightly Review, which he said 
was grossly calculated to incite the murder of 
the Csar. Mr. O’Brien was proceeding to 
read the poem when the Speaker called him 
to order, saying that Parliament could not 
control the poems of Swinburne. This 
remark was received with laughter. 

NORFOLK’S VISITS TO ROME. 

Sir James Fergusson, Under Foreign Secre- 
tary, stated in the House of Commons last 
evening that the Duke of Norfolk had no mis- 
sion from the British Government on his first 
visitto Rome and that his second visit was 
purely formal and confidential. 

REFUSED TO PARADE. 

This morning a detachment of tne Royal 
Artillery stationed at Exeter refused to parade 
and cut the harness on the horses. Orders 
have been sent down from the Horse Guards 
thatthe men be confined in their barracks 
pending an Investigation. 


Wanted for Arson. 


OTTawa, Ontario, Aug. 6.—The Department 
of State on Monday forwarded to the British

It will be remembered that on the occasion of 
the Emperor’s visit to England last year he 
appointed Her Majesty honorary colonel ofa 
German regiment. 

INSPEOTED THE MARINE ARTILLERY. 

Though Emperor William remained at the 
club house ofthe Royal Yacht Squadron on 
the Isle of Wight until after midnight last 
night, he arose early this morning and went 
riding. He took breakfast with the Queen 
upon his return. Afterwards, in company 
with the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, the Duke of Connaught and Prince 
Christian, His Majesty went to Eastny, where 
be inspected the Marine Artillery and wit- 
nessed the new modeof attack under cover 
of smoke produced by the attacking forces. 


The Argentine Rew. 


LouDOoN, Aug. 6.—The Times prints a dis- 
patch from Buenos Ayres that President 
Juarez Oelman has been abandoned by his 
Ministers and has been forced to present his 
resignation tothe Chambers. The premium 
on gold is 209 per cent. The bourse is still 
closed. 

CELMAR’S RESIGNATION WITHDRAWN. 

Paris, Aug. 6.—A dispatch received here 
from Buenos Ayres, dated 8 o'clock last 
evening, says that President Celman has 
withdrawn bis resignation, the Senate having 
refused toasacceptit. It ie reported that his 
cabinet will comprise Senores Levalle, Costa, 
Ireojoyen, Lastra and Agote. 


Prof. Koch's Theory. 


BERLIN, Aug. 6.—The absorbing theme en- 
gaging the attention of the Medical Congress 
in session bere is Prof. Koch’s theory that 
consumption is a eourable disease. The 
eminent professor, whose discoveries in ref- 
erence to cholera have greatly mitigated the 
horrors of that disease, has formulated a 
method of treatment of patients afflicted with 
consumption which be deciares to be effective 
in checking the ravages of that disease and 
restoring the sufferer to health. 


Serious Railroad Accident. 


PRAGUE, Aug. 6.—A train loaded almost 
wholly with emigrantsen route to America, 
was derailed and thrown down a steep em- 
bankment near Pilzen to-day. The fireman 
and several passengers were killed and nearly 
eighty others more or less injured. 


Servia Notifies Austria. 


BELGRADE, Aug. 6.—The Government of 
Servia notifies Austria that unless the prohi- 
bition of the importation of pigs is withdrown 
the Servian frontier will be closed altogether 
against Austrian imports. 


The Cremation Conference. 

Paris, Aug. 6.—The Cremation Conference 
festerday sent a telegram to Emperor 
William, asking him to espouse the cause of 
cremation. All the American delegates signed 
the telegram.

HAVANA, Aug., 6.—The Government has dis- 
tributed the fund raised for the sufferers by 
the disastrous explosion and fire which oo- 
curred on May 17.

SECRETARY BLAINE WINS HIM OVER TO 
HIS BICIPROCITY PROGRAMME. 


The President’s Arguments and Figures 
Knecked Out by the Maine Statesman 
Backed by Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker—Gov. Campbell’s Denial—Dick 
Bland Re-Neminated—The Oklahoma 
Election—General Political News. 


New Tonk, Aug. 6.—A dispatch to the 
WORLD from Cape May says: Blaine has 
won. President Harrison has been generally 
convineed of the practical wisdom of his chief 
secretary's reciprocity programme and is pre- 
paring a message on the subject. It was not 
an easy task, for Mr. Blaine found that the 
opponents of his views had literally saturated 
the President with their arguments, both 
political and commercial. Mr. Blaine was 
fully prepared to answer the politicai objec- 
tions. He showed the President how the en- 
tire Democratic press of the country, 
by its haste in indorsing him, had 
placed itself in a position which 
stopped it from denouncing reciprocity with 
Latin America, even though it became a lead- 
ing factor in the Republican policy.Mr. Blaine 
then dwelt upon the significance of the in- 
dorsement which the new policy was receiv- 
ing throughout the South, and to cap this 
phase of the argument he pointed to the 
prompt approval of the San Francisco Cham- 
ber of Commerce. When the opposition likely 
to develop in the House was referred to Mr. 
Biaine’s eyes snapped and he declared almost 
petulantly that he would attend to tset, or 
words to that effect; that he regarded the op- 
Mr. Harrison 


position a8 unimportant. 
then sprung the commercial objections, 
which had been tabulated and -carefully 


prepared for him. He thought he had 


Blaine in a tight box, but the astute Secretary 
then played his great card, namely John 
Wanamaker, whom he calledintothe confer- 
ence, and when Mr. Harrison, with all his 
tables and figures, grappled with the burly 
Postmaster-Genera! on the commercial phases 
of the reciprocity question, he was thrown 
time after time. It must be remembered that 
Mr. Blaine had not consulted the President 
before his first declaration of this new and 
radical policy. Mr. Harrison remembered 
this fact and several times referred to it, The 
result of the conference was that President 
Harrison became aproselyte. He affected no 
further resistance. He promised to give rec- 
iprocity, with some slight modifications 
which are not yet formulated, his support, 
and to address a special message to Congress 
on the subject at an early date. Mr. Blaine 
received this intelligence without a shade of 
surprise.

Under the Eyes of a Corporal of Marines 

O. M. Delan Throws Off His Irons and 
Jumps Overboard—A Steam Whalebeat 
Pursues aud Overtakes the Fugitive Just 
as He Was Landing. 


New Yorx, Aug. 6.—C. M. Dolan, a seamen 
on board the fag ship Chicago, at anchor in 
the North River, who was confined in double 
frone in the after deck of that vessel under a 
sentence of five years’ imprisonment, at 11 
o’clock Monday night threw off his shackles 
under the eyes of a Corporal of Marines de- 
tailed to guard him, jumped overboard, and, 
although pursued by two boats, one of thema 
steam whale boat flied with armed men, was 
pot captured untii be was about to land and 
escape at the foot of West Fitty- first 
street, a mile and a half from where 
the vessel lay. Seaman Dolan joined 
the Chicago sbortiy before the squadron 
under command of Rear Admiral Jobn G. 
Walker started on her cruise from this port 
nine months ago. He had served bis time as 
an apprentice boy in the naval service. Dolan 
je about 23 years old. A few days before th 
Chieago entered this port a week ago Dolan 
was tried by a general court martial,of which 
Capt. H. B. Robeson was President, on board 
the Chicago and was convicted of ontrageous 
offenses. Last Funday while the crew of 
the Chieago were at general muster 
Dolan was brought to the mast and hig sen- 
tence published. He was sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment at the naval prison in 
Boston. Since the arrival of the On- 
cago Dolan has been confined In 
double irons, A marine has stood guard 
over him day and night and whenever 
Doian was brought onthe deck for exercise 
he was accompanied by the corporal-ser- 
geant of the guard armed with a bayonet. 
Dolan’s feet and hands were shackled 
together, and the hand irons were only 
removed once every day in the morning to 
enable the prisoner to wash himself. Every- 
thing was quiet on the Chicago Monday night, 
and the crow had turned lu, except the anchor 
watch. Corporal Good of the Marine Corps 
was in charge of the gangway and the sentries 
atthe post 
DURING THE NIGHT. 


Bhortly after 11 o’ clock the sentry, who was 
stationed at the after deck, had the word 

assed that Prisonor Dolan wanted to go on 

eck. The steam whale boat bad just left the 
ship's side and started forthe landing at the 
foot of West Twenty-third street. Corporal 
Good, who hed received the sentry’s mes- 
sage, reported the matter tothe officer in 
charge of the deck, telling him at the same 
— Dolea was not feeling well. Permission 
was granted to bring him to the forward part 
ofthe spardeck. Corporal Good went fore 
and aft where Dolan was confined and took 
charge of the prisoner, who was sti in irons. 
With bis bayonetin his right hand Corporal 
Good led the way forward. After reaching 
the forward partofthe berth deck Corporal 
and prisoner proceeded upthe forward iad- 
Gers and finally reached the spardeck. Just 
as Dolan was directly opposite the forward 
anchor port on the port side, he made a quick 
movement. There was a rattling of chains, 
and before Corporal Good had a chance to in- 
terfere the prisoner had dropped his shackles 
from his feet and hands. 

Ry, by, he said, waving his right hand 
atthe astonished Corporal. Then he madea 
rush forthe anchor port. A second later he 
disappeared. A splash announced where he 
was. Corporal Good shouted ‘‘man over- 
board, and a prisoner, too. 

Then be rusbed to the port through which 
Dolan bad disappeared. The Corporal was 
just in time to see the escaped prisoner rise, 
striking ouf with the tide. 

DOLAN QUICKLY DISAPPEARED FROM VIEW.

here was no reply. The Corporal rushed 
aftand made his report to the officer of the 
deck. It took some time to find the anchor 
wateh. After much delay a boat finally was 
put overboard. A number of sallors and 
midshipmen manned it and started to 
look tor Dolan. Jus then the 
steam whale boat return i alongside the 
Chicago with Commander ) enzie and Cap- 
tain of Marines Reid on board. As soon as 
they leared what had taken place the steam 
launch wasordered alongside the igangway 
to wait for a guard pee men. By this 
time nearly all the officers and menof the 
Chicago had been aroused and there was a 
great uproar about the decks. Under direc- 
tion of the executive officers the men who 
Wert in the launch were armed with e abs, cu 
lasses, revolvers, pistols and rifles. A ler 
minutes later the Lost left the ship’s side and 
started up stream with thetide. The dingy, 
in the meantime, had reached place in 
the North River just opposite the 
Steel cruiser, Atlanta. When the men in the 
little boat saw the steam whale boat coming 
they returned to the Chicago. The whale boat 
with the armed party on board was about op- 
posite West Thirty-third street when one of 
the men stationed as a lookoutin the bow of 
the little vessel suddenly raised the cry: 

**There he is; right ahead.’’ 

„Don't shoot,“ the commanding officer 
ordered; ‘‘hau! him on board. 

DOLAN CAPTURED. 

Right abead, and swimming as hard as he 
could, was Dolan. The bow of the launch 
was 80 close to the man that he could 
have been hauled aboard, when Dolan 
dived. He is a powerful swimmer, 
and for nearly five minutes nothing 
could be seen of him. The launch con@nued 
to drift with thetide up stream. Just as she 
was about to be backed around again one of 
the marines reported that he saw something 
floating on the water some distance ahead. 
Again the boat’s engines were started ahead. 
A flew seconds later the launch was up to the 
object, which was Dolan’s head. Another 
Hort was made to capture him, but again he 
dived. The whale boat was about opposite 
West Forty-sixth street, when Dolan was 
then near Filty-Orst street. He swam over 
towards the pier and was just about to 
climbonit when the launchcameup. The 
escaped seaman was captured and hauled 
aboard. He was exhausted and had to be 
lifted to the stern sheets of the craft. As soon 
ashe had sufficientiy recovered irons were 
— on hie hands and feet again and the 

aunca started back tothe ship. When Dolan 
was taken before the officers of the Chicago, 
shortly before lo’clock yesterday morning, 
he declined to make any statement. It is 
1 understood, however, that some of 

he men furnished a key to the lrone, as he 
Otherwise could not have removed them.

SAYS IT Is SLANDER, 


M. Wilson Wants a Warrant Against 
Otto McFall en a Peeuliar Charge. 


A. M. Wilson made application to Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes this morning 
on a decidedly peculiar charge. Wiison is a 
laborer living at 112 South Twentieth street. 
He insists that Gtto McFall, a carriage driver 
in charge of hack No. 17, atthe Union Depot, 
slanders him on every occasion by the state- 
ment that he accepted a bribe of $100 in con- 
sideration of which he endeavored to with- 
— the prosecution of the murdererof his 
wife. 

This recalis a sensational murder which 
took place in St. Louis in 1580. Wilson was a 
Married man and lived with his wife at 713 
Chestnut street. Kariy in November the hus- 
band had occasion to go to Denver. On 
Thanksgiving Day he received atelegraw, 
telling him that his wife was dead. 

lt seems that on the evening before Edwin 
Rickert, a roomer at Wilson’s house, shot 
and instantly killed Mre. Wiilgon in the hall- 
way at herown home. For three years Rick- 
ert remained in the 886. Louis — 
charged with murder in the ret 
degree. Three trials were given him, 
the jury disagreeing twice and finding 
bim not guilty ou the third nearing. The de- 
fense of accident saved his neck. There was 
no witness of the killing, and while the cir- 
cumsetantial evidence was fairly strong, it 
lacked power on the most important points. 
Rickert at once leit the city. Ninemonths ago 
he shot his wife in Cincinnati, O., and is even 
now under arrest at that point awaiting trial 
for the murder. 

Wilson, with but little money at his com- 
mand and knowing almost nothing of the 
circumstances of the shooting. could do but 
little toward alding Circuit A@ornéy Marshal 
F. MeDonald in the prosecution at the several 
trials. MocFallanpears to bear him enmity 
for some unknown cause, aud, it is alleged, 
taunts him with his negiéct at every oppor- 
tunity. He even goes so far as to boidly assert 
that some of Rickert’s friends paid Wilson 
$100 to keep back what he knew of the defend- 
ant s attentions to Mrs. Wiison while he was 
rooming at the house. Mr. Dierkes refused to 
Issue @ Warrant in the case, but advised WII 
bon to prosecute McFali in the Police Court 
for disturbing the peace.

THE CAUSE OF THE CONTINUAL STRIFE IN 
SCHOOL BOARD CIRCLES- 


fuperintendent ef Construction Singleton 
Gives His Side of the Trouble With Mr. 
Lee—He Says a Hidden Hand“ Will 
Continue to Make Trouble in the Board 


Until it 16 Either in the Penitentiary or | 


in the Crematory. 


School Superintendent of Construction B. 
R. singleton says that the whole cause of the 
trouble which Is now disturbing the calmness 
of the School Board is the presumption of a 
subordinate trying to dictate to his, superior 
officer. Mr. Singleton is the superior aud Mr. 
Lee the subordinate. On Monday night at 
a meeting of the Building Committee of the 
School Board Mr. Singleton found it neces- 
saryto draw his pocket-knife and hold it 
open in his hane during a large part of the 
meeting to protect himself from the violence 
of Engineer Lee. The way of the trouble was 
that the bids for an addition to the Pope School 
were to be opened and the contracts aWarded 
in accordance with the bids. Tothis Mr. Lee 
made a strong protest on the grounds that he 
had not been consulted about the plans, and 
said that he could assert without fear of suc- 
cessful contradiction that the plans were 
wrong. Mr. Singleton thereupon called Mr. 
Lee an English hound and stated that he was 
insulted. He did not designate the quality of 
English hound that Mr. Lee was,but was very 
positive about having been insulted. Chair- 


man O’Connell said ‘‘sit down,’’ and they sat 


and stayed ina sitting position until Mr. Lee 
made a technical oration on the sizeof flues. 
This caused Mr. Singleton to go down into his 
pocket and bring out the knife. A scram- 
ble for safety occupied the mem- 


bers and clerks for 4a few moments 
but Mr. O’Connell bravely faced the danger 
and prevented the two from hurting each 
other. — were guieted down, the bust 
ness disposed of and atruce patehed up. Mr. 
Singleton was suid to have at one time 
threatened to eut out the heart of Mr. Lee. 
Mr. Siugieton does not deny havingso prom- 
ised to use upthe gentleman, but says he did 
not say it as a threat, but when provoked by 
wt rindi attacks on bim to assert big man- 
hood. a 
THE HIDDEN HAND. 

Mr. Singleton explained his side of the 
question to-day and also made a communica- 
tion in writing op the subject. In his com- 
munication he ascribes everything to A 
‘*hidden hand’’ which ‘‘will continue to stir 
up strife, and discussions and trouble in the 
School Board, until he is either behind 
the bars in the Missouri Penitentiary 
or inclosed in the crematory furnace behind 
the Insane Asylum. Mr. Singleton said that 
Mr, Lee was not an architect, and as an en- 
gineer engaged bythe Buliding Committee 
was subordinate tothe members of the com- 
mittee. In spite of this fact he continually 
tried to run matters himself and disregarded 
the wishes and judgment of those whose 
business it was to instract bim. This 
style of procedure was very frequent with 
Mr. Lee and was time and again overiooked 
by Mr. Singleton who is peaceable and not 
desirous of having trouble. The out your 
heart out incident’’ Mr. Simgleton explains 
as follows:

**] did draw the knife, but did so because I 
had to do it to protect myself from Mr. Lee. I 
did not draw it on him, but simply drew it 
and heid it n my hand, and when I was seat- 
ed I held it under the paperl was reading 80 
that I could be ready at any time to protest 
myself. 

„All of my friends and acquaintanees will 
sav for me that lI have always tried to do what 
is right and that I have no personal feeling in 
my efforts to do my duty as a School Di- 
rector. 

The members of the board are very much 
interested in the controversies between Mr. 
Lee and Mr. Singleton, but one of them in- 
timated that they were not disposed to inter- 
fere because of the knife.

WILL NOT BE REMOVED. 


GEN. MERRITT BELIEVES THAT HEAD- 
QUARTERS WILL REMAIN IN Sr. LOUIS. 
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An Attempt Being Made by Chicago to 
Secure the Removal ef Headquarters 
From this City—Several Plans Under 
Censideration for the Reorganizatien of 
the Army—Gen, Merritt’s Views.

HE question of reor- 
ganizing the army in 
various departments 
is being actively agi- 
tated at Washington. 
Several important 
changes have already 
been made and others 
are in contemplation. 
The subjects that are 
at present under con 

\ sideration are the 

Art INN). 3 breaking up of the 
* — smaller posts and the 
concentration of troops and the divisien of 
commands among the general officers. Like 
many other things connected with the serv ice 
the present districting of the country is anti 
quated andis based upon conditions that no 
longer exist, 

ARMY DIVISIONS. 

There are six departments, one for each of 
the Brigadier-Generals of the line, and three 
divisions, one for each of the Major-Generals. 
This assignment was made when there was a 
Commanader-in-Chief with rank above that of 
Major-General, whose headquarters were in 
Washington. Sinee the death of Lieut. 
Gen. Sheridan the army has been com- 
manded from Washington by the senior 
Major-General, and this left one division 
without a commander. Before the death 
of Gen. George Crook, who commanded 
the Division of the Missour!, Gen. Miles 
was assigned tothe command of the division 
of the Pacific as well as of the Department of 
Arizona, but since his promotion to the rank 
of Major-General the Division of the Missouri, 
by far the largest in the army, has been with- 
out a commander, and its affairs have been 
managed by Gen. John M. Schofield from 
Washington. That this condition of affairs 
should continue is most undesirable and 
highly detrimental to the Interests of the 
army. The Division of the Mis- 
sourl extends from the Alleghanies to 
the Rocky Mountains, and from the 
British line to the Guif of Mexico, It Includes 
the Department of Dakota, the Platte, the 
Missouriand Texas, and about two-thirds of 
the troops in the service of the United States 
are quartered within ite limits. This great 
division has no commander stationed within 
ite limits, and there is none of proper rank 
available unless either the Division of the At- 
lantic or the Division of the Pacific is left 
Without a head. 0 

PLANS FOR ALTERING ORGANIZATION. 

Several plans are under consideration for 
remedying the difficulty. One is to abolish 
the divisions entirely and divide the 
country into eight departments, each 
commanded by a general officer, and all re- 
porting directto Washington. This plan is 
favored by the staff corps, especially by the 
Adjutant-GCeneral, but it ls by no means pop- 
lar with officers ofthe line. All army officers 
agree that the most marked movement of the 
lastfew years has been the attempt, often 
successful, of the Adjutant-General to usurp 
authority that has been lodged in general offi- 
cers of the line ever since the organization of 
the army. In this attempt the Secretaries of 

have lent their ald with 
result that the commander of 
army has been very largely 
deprived of his authoritv. A marked in- 
gtance of thisoccurred when'Secretary Endil- 
cot: left the capital, and directed Adjt.-Gen. 
Dunn to act in his place, the result being that 
Gen. Sheridan was rendered subordinate to 
a Brigadier-General of a staff corps. The 
line officers are opposed to any chahge which 
will tend to place the management of the in- 
ternal affairs ofthe army under civilan con- 
trol and favor the retention of the divisional 
system with modifications of the extent of 
the present allotments, 4 plan 
which meets with much favor is 
to assign one Major-General te the command 
of the sea coast and lake defenses and another 
to the command of the interior, leaving tne 
departments as they now are. Another is to 
divide the country into two divisions, one of 
the North and the other of the South. Ia this 
case it would be necessaryto make some 
changes in the departments, and it is by no 
means impossibie that ln this case the De- 
artwent of the Missour! would becommanded 
rom Chicago. 
A NEW OFFICE TO BE CREATED, 

The third plan, and one that would save al 
difficulties, is to recreate the rank of Lieuten- 
ant- General, and thus give a commander to 
each of the divisions. The friends of John 
M. Sehofield, the ranking Major-General, are 
hard at work endeavoring to secure this end, 
and it meets with nearly universal 
favor in arm circies. In case the 
divisions should be abolished, the status of 
st. Louis as a department headquarters would 
be seriously impossibie, as there is a strong 
Opposition to having the general © 80 
concentrated with no common head nearer 
than Washington, as would be the case were 
One statiogfed at Ubicago, anotuer at&t. Louis, 
and atbird at Omaha. nicago would not be 
willing to have no ge 
Diace, especially since 
Ft.

GEN. MERRITT'S VIEWS. 

Gen. Merritt, commander ofthe Department 
of the Missour!, was seen this morning Dy & 
Post-DISPaTOH reporter and was asked con- 
cerning the changes which are alleged to be 
probable. He said: 

„The report that the department headquar- 
ters may be removed to Fort Leavenworth 
again is absolutely without any foundation. 
The recent removal to St. Louis was made for 
the purpose of taking the beadquarters away 
from any post and to centrally locate 
them for better facilitating the trans- 
portation of supplies. That talk about 
a disagreement being the cause of the removal 
is all nonsense. It has been published again 
and again without the slightest foundation, 
and is absolutely untrue. do not think It 
probable that any change will be medein the 
present system, at least we hope that there 
will be none. If the bill to make Gen. Schofield 
a Lieutenant-General passes, this will create 
a new Major-General, who could then assume 
command ef the Division of Missouri. with 
headquarters at Chicago. Gen. Stanley, now in 
command of the Department of Texas, would 
probably be the one promoted under such 
circumstances. This would leave the three 
divisions each in charge of a major-general, 
andthe different departments would report 
direct to the divisions of which they are a 
part. At present the departments in the 
Division of Missour! report direct to Wash- 
ington, in consequence of Gen. Schofield be- 
ing in command. 

„The plan to abolish the divisions and to 
have the eight different departments report to 
Washington direct ys not favored by the 
officers, and great pressure is being brought 
to bear with Congress to have the 
bill passed to promote Gen. Schofleid. 
The only probability of baving the depart 
ment headquarters removed to Chicago would 
be in case ofthe abolishment of the present 
divisions. Then pressure would be brought 
to bear by Chieagoto have the headquarters 
of the Department of Missouri transferred to 
that city. The aight departments are sow 
In command of six Brigadler- Generals and 
two Major-Generals. The Division of the Pa- 
cific and the Department of Califoraia are in 
charge of Gen. Miles and the Eastern Division 
and Department of New England are in com- 
mand ot Gen. Howard. 

„We do not anticipate any change in the 

resent organization, as we expect that Gen. 
Schofield will be promoted, The present 
headquarters in St. Louis are centraily 
located and are convenient to all points, so 
that their removal is not probabie, although 
se pressure is being brought to bear from 

hicago.’’

IMPORTING MONGOLIANS, 


A Canadian Gang Smuggling Chinese Inte 
the United States. 


BurFraLo, N. T., Aug. 6.—There seems to be 
a gang of men on the Canadian side who make 
a business of rowing Chimamen over the river 
to the American side. Lee Name and Lee 
Sing, two Chinese, were arrested Monday 
night before they had been in Uncle 
Sam’s domain ten minutes. Judging fromthe 
rates charged for Mongolian importations, 
it must be a profitabie business. They were 
brought from near Victoria and landed under 
cover of darkness just below Fourth street, 


but Capt. Collins has bees acquainted with this 
little trick for some time and bas kept his 
officers on guard, The Chinamen were turned 
over te the custody of United States Deputy 
Watts and were arraigned before Ualted States 
Commissioner Hirscnbeck on a charge of vio- 
lating the United States exclusion act.
